The Bulletin also sets forth the law 
as to drainage of roads and the proper 
method" of procedure in the matter. 
Local drains can he ordered by the 
town, due notice to be given as provided 
by sections 1214 to 1220 of the Revised 
Codo. 
The engineer says, after quoting 
from the law. “The above is one of the I 
most important provisions of the law 
governing the administration of our 
highway system, and ono which unfor­ 
tunately is very seldom acted upon or 
even considered. 
Every road overseer 
should, in the construction of a new 
road, set? to it that the drainage plans 
are carefully made by some competent 
person and as carefully carried out be­ 
fore the road is opened for travel.” 
“ lf it i" argued, as 
t frequently is, 
that the town has not 
uffieient money 
to provide for the nee ■ sary ditcher, or 
that tho road should be got ready fur 
travel without lo - of time, the answer 
may bo made that the town cannot 
afford NOT to do such work. 
“Millions of dollars have been expend 
od in tho western states for repairs 
caused by insufficient or entire lack of 
drainage, and it is no wonder that farm­ 
ers complain of the small profits receiv­ 
ed from the expenditure of road tax, 
who the conditions of so many roads 
show plainly by its mud holes and 
washed out culverts that most repairs 
have been made necessary by an in­ 
judicious or careless use of the money 
spent on construction.”

The Bulletin contains detailed in 
structions as to “ Road Work in Cut 
and Fills, “Sui) drainage.' “Corduroy” 
and other marsh road, and also detailed 
advise and description and illustration 
of devices for maintenance.
